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IN UNITED KINGDOM 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS IN AUGUST 


S is usual in August, the effect of holidays was to reduce the 

figures of trade below the level of earlier months this year. 

At £205-6 million, United Kingdom exports showed a fall of 
£41 million compared with July (partly explained by two fewer work- 
ing days in August), but for the two months together the average 
was {226 million, one per cent. more than in either of the first 
two quarters of 1954. This increase was rather less than that 
recorded between the second quarter and July/August 1953 which 
amounted to £6 million a month, or 3 per cent., and foreshadowed 
the rapid expansion in our export trade which took place towards 
the end of that year. The increase in July/August this year com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1953 was consequently 
less than 5 per cent. compared with a 7 per cent. increase between 
the first halves of the two years. Nevertheless the gains in overseas 
markets which have been won during the past year have on the 
whole been maintained, and extended in some sectors, although 
North America remains an important exception. So far this year 
the total value of United Kingdom exports has been over £100 
million more than in the corresponding period last year. 

Imports in August, at £266-8 million, were £23 million less 
than in July, the fall being mainly seasonal. The average for the 
two months, {277-3 million, was little different from the level in 
the first half of the year, and the rate of import in the first eight 
months of 1954 was nearly the same as that in the corresponding

period of 1953. Re-exports, {8-4 million in August, were also at 
about the rate recorded for the year 1953 and maintained in 1954. 
The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, 
valued f.o.b., averaged £42-4 million in July/August, £3.4 million 
less than the rate in the first half of 1954. For the first eight months 
of the year the trade deficit averaged £44-9 million a month com- 
pared with £58-9 million a month for the corresponding period of 
1953. 

There was a recovery of export prices in August after the slight 
fall in the previous month but no change in import prices, Con- 
sequently the terms of trade reverted to the level at which they have 
been maintained, with minor fluctuations, for over a year. In 
July and August the volume of imports was 2 per cent. less than 
the rate in the first half year while the volume of exports was 
practically unchanged. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


Last month it was noted that most of the increase in exports and 
re-exports in July went to the sterling area. The fall in August was 
shared evenly between the sterling and non-sterling world, so that 
the proportion of total exports to the sterling area was unchanged 
and remained higher than in the two years immediately preceding. 
Among non-sterling countries the greatest proportionate fall was in 
exports to the dollar area, mainly North America. 

The fall in exports to the United States in August compared with 
July this year was rather more, nearly £3 million, than between the 
corresponding months last year when the contraction in shipments to 
this market was first apparent. It may be noted, however, that 
three-quarters of the decrease last month was accounted for by a few

categories for which our exports in January to July were either more 
than in the corresponding period of 1953 (electric and non-electric 
machinery and wool noils) or for which the decline this year was much 
less than the average for all exports to the United States (whisky and 
vehicles). These are also the items which accounted for some of the 


largest decreases in our total exports in August. It is therefore possible 
that the decrease in exports of these items to the United States in 
August was due less to a smaller demand for them by our customers 




















than to a falling off in shipments for mainly seasonal reasons. ‘T'o

some extent the same considerations apply to exports to Canada in 
August, for example in relation to iron and steel and non-electric 
machinery ; but Canadian demand for such staples as road vehicles 
and wool yarns and fabrics shows little sign of recovery as yet. 


On the import side, arrivals from the sterling area fell rather less 
in August than those from the non sterling world, though they remain 
well below the level of the first half of the year as a result of the 
seasonal fall in imports of several important commodities like wool 
and cocoa. Seasonal factors also markedly reduced imports from 
O.E.E.C. countries and their possessions, particularly in regard to 
arrivals of fresh fruit and vegetables. As a result the trade deficit 
with O.E.E.C. cour tries was again falling in August after an increase 
in the spring and early summer while an opposite tendency persisted 
for the dollar area and the rest of the non-sterling world 


Commodity Pattern of Exports 


A welcome feature of July’s out-turn was the improvement in 
exports of metals and their manufactures. These categories held 
up well in August with the result that shipments for the two months, 
at over £30 million a month, averaged £14 million a month more than 
in the second quarter. Exports of metal manufactures more than 
accounted for this increase ; at £14 million a month in July/August 
they averaged £2 million a month more than in April/June, mainly 
owing to heavier shipments of arms and ammunition. Base metals 
also improved a little over the same periods. Shipments of iron and 
steel fell sharply in August, however, making exports in this division 
in July/August, at £11-4 million a month, nearly £4 million a month 
lower than the second quarter’s average. 


Exports of “‘ other manufactured goods” for July/August, at 
nearly £434 million a month, also exceeded the second quarter’s 
average, by over £2 million a month. Exports of clothing, footwear, 
etc., which did well in July, were almost unchanged in August, and 
for the two months averaged £4-3 million a month, 38 per cent. more 
than in the second quarter. Shipments of chemicals, at about £16} 
million, were £2 million lower in August than in July but the fall was 
probably mainly due to the shorter working month ; for the two 
months exports averaged {17-7 million a month, £} million a month 
more than in the second quarter. Amongst the remaining divisions com- 
prising ‘‘ other manufactures ”’ there were only slight variations in 
July/August compared with the second quarter. 


The engineering products divisions, which had maintained a high 
rate of export in the first seven months of this year, did less well in 
August but a decline at this time is not unexpected because of seasonal 
factors in supply and also demand for items such as road vehicles and 
tractors. For the two months July/August exports in these categories 
amounted to £84-7 million a month, only one per cent. below the 
monthly average in the second quarter. The fall occurred mainly in

machinery other than electric, where exports averaged £33-9 million a 
month in July/August, about 4 per cent. less than in the previous three 
months. ‘The reduction was spread over many of the main types of 
machinery. Export of railway vehicles, and of road vehicles and 
aircraft, were also lower by about £4} million a month each in July/ 
August than in the second quarter. Shipments of road vehicles in 
particular are subject to seasonal fluctuations and the slight decline on 
average for the two months is therefore not abnormal ; most types of

vehicles were affected, especially cars. Exports of aircraft, however, 
were somewhat higher on average in July/August than in the second 
quarter. In the electric machinery division, exports were little changed 
at about £14 million a month in July/August, but there was an in- 
crease in exports of ships and boats, always a variable item. 


Exports of textiles as a whole were running at much the same rate 
in July/August as in the second quarter, viz., about £27} million a 
month. Within the group, there was an increase in July/August of 
£1 million a month in wool goods (excluding tops and blankets) to 
{£7°3 million a month, while cotton goods declined by over £4 million 
a month to £9-2 million. 

There was little change in the other classes of exports in July/August 
compared with April/June, but amongst foods and beverages whisky 
shipments were £} million a month less and in the basic materials 
class raw wool and wool tops were a little down. 


Commodity Pattern of Imports 


Although the monthly average rate of import in July/August was 
not very different in total from that of the previous two half years, 
there were considerable differences in the composition of imports, 
chiefly for seasonal reasons. Arrivals in the food, beve~ages and 
tobacco class in July/August, at £101 million a month, averaged 
7 to 8 per cent. less than in the last two half years but only 4 per cent. 
below the rate of July/August 1953. Imports of basic materials 
averaged £91 million a month in July/August, £5 million a month 
more than a year ago, and respectively 5 per cent. and 10 per cent. 
more than in the first half of 1954 and the second half of 1953. 
Imports of mineral fuels and lubricants, at over £29 million a month, 
were nearly £3 million a month higher in July/August than in 
January/June, but imports of manufactured goods declined by £1 
million a month to £54} million. 

In comparison with the same two months of 1953, imports of 
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cereals in July/August were 28 per cent. less by weight and 39 per 
cent. lower in value, the reduction being mainly in arrivals of wheat 
from Canada. Imports of unrefined sugar were also lower in July/ 
August this year than in the corresponding period of 1953, but there 
was little difference in the total imported for the first eight months of 
each year. On the other hand imports of fruits and vegetables in 
July/August, at £15 million a month, were 26 per cent. higher than a 
year ago, though seasonally lower than in the first half of 1954. The 
effect of higher prices is seen in the coffee, cocoa, tea, etc. division 
where an increase of 10 per cent. in the weight imported in July/August 
compared with a year ago was accompanied by a 47 per cent. increase 
in value. Imports in the dairy products division, though lower than 
in the first half of 1954, were little different from arrivals in July/ 
August 1953. ‘Tobacco imports were seasonally higher than in 
April/June. 

Amongst basic materials, the increase of £5 million a month in 
July/August compared with a year ago was almost all accounted for

by higher imports of cotton which this year totalled over £12 million 
a month. Most of the increase was in imports of raw cotton from the 
United States which averaged £3 million a month in July/August, 
over three times as much as in the same period last year. Arrivals 
from the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, at nearly £3 million a month, were 
over half as much again as in July/August 1953, though the quantity 
imported was only about 7 per cent. more. Arrivals of timber in 
July/August were seasonally higher than in the first half of 1954 but 
were unchanged from a year ago, while imports of wool were seasonally 
low but again were little different from arrivals in the same two months 
of 1953. 

In the mineral fuels and lubricants class, imports of both crude and 
refined petroleum were higher in July/August than in the first half of 
1954, while imports of coal were nearly £14 million a month more. 
There were no significant changes in the trend of imports of manu- 
factured goods in the periods mentioned. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and re- 
exports were published on September 20* and further analysis of the 
figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on 
Overseas Trade for Octobert due to be published on or about 
October 18.

HE SETTLEMENT for the month of August 1954 has now taken 

place. The operation disclosed a United Kingdom net deficit 
for the month of £8,338,214 (23,347,000 units of account equivalent 
to the United States dollar). This deficit has been settled as to 
50 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom to the Union, 
and as to 50 per cent. by the granting of credit to the United Kingdom 
by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United King- 
dom debt to E.P.U. :

As a result of the above transactions the total United Kingdom 
debt to the Union, which previously stood at £125,088,929 has been 
increased to £128,486,071. 


Exemption from Duty of 
Works of Art 


(THE Board of Trade are considering the exemption from import 
duty of works of art of the following descriptions, subject to their 
being certified as works of art, under the provisions of Section 4 
of the Finance Act, 1937, as amended by Section 6 of the Finance 
Act, 1954, and subject to numerical restrictions. 
The works of art in question are :— 


‘Lithographs, silk screen prints, and other prints and im- 
pressions (except etchings or engravings), framed or unframed, 
not being works of traditional or conventional craftsmanship ; 
and lithographed plates and hand-worked blocks, plates, stencils 
or other material for the production thereof.” 

Note: Etchings and engravings, and the hand-worked plates or 
other material from which they are produced, are already exempted 
from duty subject to similar conditions. 


Any representations which interested parties may wish to make 
in regard to this proposal should be addressed, in writing, to the 
Board of Trade, Industries and Manufactures Department, Division 
1A, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, S.W.1, not later 
than October 8. 


Decrease in Jute Prices 


HE Board of Trade announce a reduction in the Jute Control’s 

selling prices of raw jute, consequent upon reductions in prices 
in Pakistan. ‘The decrease varies with the grade, but overall it 
amounts to about £8 10s. Od. per ton. The Jute Control’s selling 
prices of imported goods of hessian type are correspondingly decreased, 
but their selling prices of heavy goods are unaltered. 

The new price schedules came into operation from September 16, 
and the prices are the same as those in force from August 19 to 30, 
1954, with the exception of those for heavy goods. 


Applications for Licences for Dollar Timber 


IMPORT licence applications for dollar timber subject to specific 
licensing which have previously been sent to the Timber Directorate

British Standard Tests for Interior 
Spring Mattresses 


T iE British Standards Bedding Committee on September 16 
approved a report from a sub-committee containing the essence of a 
suggested method of testing the durability of spring interior mattresses. 
The sub-committee was asked to pursue its investigations on the agreed 
lines by carrying out further testing, so that the precise requirements 
both for the tests and for the acceptance limits might be submitted for 
examination by the main committee. No decision has yet been taken 
as to the minimum level which may be adopted for the British Stan- 
dard. 


It was also decided that the same sub-committee should investigate 
a method, submitted by the Spring Makers Federation, of testing 
spring units as distinct from complete mattresses. 


In view of these further investigations, and the consequent possi- 
bility that the tests may be altered, the committee felt that it would be 
inadvisable at the present stage to publish details of the test procedure. 


In the light of an appeal from the Women’s Advisory Committee, 
it was recommended that divan bases which are not fitted with castors 
should be provided with handles to assist their movement for bed- 
making. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 
in August 


AT August 17 the official index figure*, which measures changes 

in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at 
the base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 144, compared with 
145 at July 13. 


The fall in the index during the month was due mainly to reductions 
in the average prices of potatoes, cooking apples, tomatoes, cabbage 
and other green vegetables, and butter. These reductions were 
partly offset by increases in the average prices of milk, eggs and 
meat. 

* Details of the principal changes in prices during the month under review 
will be given in the Mimstry of Labour Gazette to be published on September 
30. The method of construction and calculation of this index of price 
movements is described in detail in « booklet published by H.M. Stationery 
Office under the title “ Interim Index of Retail Prices: Method of Con- 
struction and Calculation,” price 1s.

International Tin Council 


(THE third session of the Interim Committee of the International 

‘Tin Council met in London on September 20-21. The countries 
which have signed the International Tin Agreement but which are 
not members of the Interim Committee had been invited to the 
meeting. There were present delegates from Australia, Belgian 
Congo, Belgium, Bolivia, the British Colonial and Dependent 
Territories, Canada, Denmark, France, India, Indonesia, Italy, 
Japan, Lebanon, the Netherlands, Spain, Thailand, Turkey and the 
United Kingdom. 

The meeting drew up draft rules of procedure for the International 
‘Tin Council and a draft agenda for submission to the first meeting 
of the Council. It also agreed to propose the name of M. Georges 
Péter (France) to the Council for appointment at its first meeting as 
Chairman of the Council. 


Names were also proposed for the posts of Buffer Stock Manager 
and Secretary of the Council. 


In the light of statements made by delegations, it is hoped that the 
necessary ratifications or acceptances of the International Tin Agree- 
ment will be received in time to enable the first meeting of the Inter- 
national Tin Council to be held about the end of 1954. 


It is understood that the names of members of the International 
Tin Council (in addition to that of M. Georges Péter) are Mr. 
W. K. Davey, buffer stock manager, Mr. J. B. M. Lochtenberg, 
deputy buffer stock manager, and Mr. W. Fox, secretary. 
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Many Overseas Orders Placed 
at Scottish Exhibition 
By An Industrial Correspondent 


'TT'HE SCOTTISH INDUSTRIES EXHIBITION, presented at 

the Kelvin Hall, Glasgow from September 2 by the Scottish Council 
(Development and Industry), closed on Saturday on a note of satis- 
faction and optimism. ‘The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 
Peter Thorneycroft, was the guest at a luncheon given by the Glasgow 
Chamber of Commerce after he had spent the morning at the Exhibi- 
tion, 


Speaking on trade with the Soviet bloc he said it was the Govern- 
ment’s policy to expand trade with those countries but only so far 
a8 was consistent with security. Within the range of peaceful products 
there was scope for a valuable exchange of goods between Russia 
and the West. One of the obstacles to expanding trade in this direction 
had, of course, been the strategic control of exports. That control 
must exist but it must not be unnecessarily restrictive. Recently 
Her Majesty’s Government took the lead and initiative in this matter. 
On that initiative they had been in consultation with other countries 
and had revised the list of controlled goods to ensure that they were 
limited to the real interests of security. They had reached agreement 
with the Americans and other friendly countries for very substantial 
reduction both in the embargo and quantitative control lists, and had 
also agreed on measures of stricter enforcement of these smaller 
lists. 


Exports of Heavy Industries to Soviet Bloc 


“ This initiative by Her Majesty’s Government is of direct interest 
to Scottish manufacturers,” the President continued. “Among the 
items which can now be exported are almost all types of loco- 
motives and railway rolling stock, all agricultural machinery, a much 
wider range of machine tools, diesel engines and other industrial 
equipment. Subject to certain restrictions of obvious military 
importance, the Admiralty are prepared to license construction of 
a limited number of merchant ships, dredgers, tugs and fishing vessels. 
I am anxious that manufacturers should use these new opportunities 
to the full. Any manufacturer can obtain full information on his 
own products which may or may not be exported to the Soviet bloc 
by applying either to his Production Department or to the Board of 
‘Trade.”’ 


Only the day before the President’s visit a contract, estimated as 
being in the region of £250,000, was signed by a Lanarkshire firm for 
road tankers which are to be delivered to Australia. ‘This contract 
has been taken by a comparatively small firm of electric welders 
established and developed in Bellshill since the war. The firm had 
already made plans to move to a larger factory and this order, the 
largest the firm have ever booked, will also allow them to increase the 
number of their workers. Lanarkshire, which forms a large part of 
Scotland's central development area, is a tender spot in the Scottish 
economy and any indication of more employment being provided in 
that area is invariably welcomed. 


Although it is impossible at the time of writing to give any indication 
of the number and value of contracts which have been placed directly 
through the exhibition, Lord Bilsland, who is chairman of the Scottish 
Council and also of Scottish Industrial Estates Ltd., was prepared to 
say in his final assessment of the exhibition that there had been more 
evidence of serious buying at the present exhibition than its pre- 
decessor in 1949, 


During the week, the exhibition was visited by Senor Dr. Manuel 
Rodrigues-T'raviesco, Venezuelan Ambassador, who said that as his 
own country was engaged in a big development programme he had no 
doubt that Scottish heavy industry would play some part in the build- 
ing of steel mills, electrification schemes and water system projects. 
He also indicated that a sugar refinery mill had been ordered by a 
private firm in Venezuela from a Glasgow firm exhibiting at the 
exhibition. 


The many visitors also included Mr. Jacob Malik, the Russian 
Ambassador. He made a thorough tour of the exhibition and was 


presented with Scottish white heather and a copy of the poems of 
Robert Burns. 


The exhibition was attended also by His Excellency 
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Jose Maria Villerreal, Ambassador for Colombia, South America and 
Sir Noel Bowater, the Lord Mayor of London. 


Development of New Industries 


Mr. A. R. W. Low, Minister of State of the Board of Trade, visited 
the exhibition on September 15, and he paid tribute to the way in which 
the exhibition had been set out and expressed his pleasure at seeing 
Scotland’s developments in new industries such as electronics and 
precision engineering. He observed ‘‘ no modern factory can do with- 
out electronic devices if they wish to produce more efficiently.” 


Among the smaller overseas orders booked by Scottish firms at 
the exhibition was an order for Egypt by a Glasgow firm of knitwear 
manufacturers. Another well-known Glasgow firm which manufac- 
tures chains and slings received a good order from Norway for steel 
chains which will be used for logging timber. This firm has already 
had a considerable number of inquiries with regard to forestry work, 
especially from Canada, and other inquiries have come from India, 
Syria, South Africa and Yugoslavia. 


A Lanarkshire firm producing wire ropes announced from their 
Kelvin Hall Stand that they had booked an order from Yugoslavia at 
their stand at the Zagreb International Trade Fair, which was running 
at the same time. One of three Indian buyers who visited the exhibi- 
tion said ‘‘ the wide range of products here has completely staggered 
us.” The buyers were in search of electrical equipment for use in 
mills in India. A contract had been placed by two Iranian buyers with 
an Edinburgh firm for a chemical preparation which is used to make 
meat tender. 


Office equipment featured largely both in the exhibition and in the 
booking of contracts during its run. One Scottish firm booked a 
large order. 

The exhibition, which was visited by nearly 400,000 people was 
attended by buyers from 39 countries. Although the attendance was 
down on the 1949 Exhibition, this was as a result of a deliberate policy 
on the part of the organizers in attempting to give buyers and serious 
visitors to the exhibition more freedom during the daytime. 


Mr. Matthew M. Donaldson, general manager of this exhibition, 
who expressed his own satisfaction at the results, said that the 
exhibition had paid its way and that both stallholders and overseas 
buyers had been unanimous about the exhibition’s great value to them. 


Imports of Hen Egg Products 


HE BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers No. 

676 the following changes in the licensing arrangements for the 
import of certain hen egg products. (The arrangements for frozen 
whole eggs notified in Notice to Importers No. 647 will remain 
unchanged.) 


Dried egg white (albumen), frozen egg yolk, frozen egg white. 
From October 1, 1954, imports of these products from non-sterling, 

non-dollar sources will be permitted under Open Individual Licences 

which will be issued unconditionally and for an unlimited period. 


Dried egg yolk and glycerinated yolk. 

Open Individual Licences, valid for six months from January 1, 
1955, will be issued unconditionally in succession to current licences 
(which expire on December 31, 1954). 


Dried egg, whole. 


Open Individual Licences, valid for six months from January 1, 
1955, will be issued in succession to current licences (which expire on 
December 31, 1954), but importers will be required to make returns 
on a prescribed form to the Ministry of Food, Egg Division, Great 
Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1, at monthly 
intervals, showing actual imports to date and forward commitments. 


Applications on Form ILB/A for items under paragraphs 2, 3 and 
4 should be sent to the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. Page 1 of the application form 
should be completed ; on page 2 only question 5 need be answered ; 
on pages 3, 5 and 7 only the name and full postal address, applicant’s 
reference number and description of goods should be filled in. 


Applications under paragraph 4 i.e. for dried egg, whole, should be 


accompanied by an undertaking that the applicant will make returns 
(including nil returns) as stated in that paragraph. 
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Review of Productivity in the 
Building Industry 


UILDING is the subject of the sixteenth® in the series of British 
Productivity Council Reviews of post-war developments in certain 
British industries. 


It is an industry whose efficiency or otherwise has an immediate 
personal impact on the lives of large numbers of people. It is subject 
to bitter criticism, both informed and uninformed. It is undergoing 
a major revolution in production techniques, and is now operating at 
new post-war output records. 


The Review is not a lecture to the industry. It discusses what is 
going on, the factors which are influencing its development, and how 
it faces up to its problems. 


The importance attached to co-operation between all parties to a 
building contract, from the planning stage on, is reflected in its title, 
“Getting Together.” Mechanization, new materials, prefabrication, 
the economics of the tower crane, the extended use of hoists and 
explosive rivet hammers, and bonus incentive schemes (found to be 
effective where they are planned with care and understood by all 
parties) all come in for reference. The Review also discusses 
standardization, modular co-ordination, tendering and contracting, 
licensing controls, costing, training and research. 


As an Appendix to the Review details are given of the steps taken 
by seven building firms situated in various parts of the country to 
increase their efficiency. Although the methods adopted vary to a 
considerable extent there is widespread agreement on the desirability 
of operating some form of bonus incentive scheme.

Annual Report of British Standards 
Institution 


TTHE annual report of the British Standards Institution for the 

year ended March 31, 1954, provides in its 200 pages an impression 
of the comprehensive range of industries which use the B.S.I. facilities 
to prepare agreed standards for their products and services. 


Reports on the standards projects undertaken and completed during 
the year under review by some 60 major industries occupy the largest 
single section of the book. They include a record of several thousands 
of items of “‘ work in hand ’’—standards projects which are in various 
stages of development, from the initial idea to the preparation of new 
or revised drafts. 

A separate section records the total of well over 100 subjects in 
which international alignment of standards is being prepared through 
the International Organization for Standardization (1.5.0.) and the 
International Electrotechnical Commission (I.E.C.). 


Some 70 pages are devoted to lists of the members of the principal 
Councils and Industry Standards Committees working within the 
B.S.1. 

The first section of the book deals with a variety of general subjects, 
ranging from the increased efficiency provided by the Institution’s 
new premises at 2 Park Street, London, W.1, through research, 
modular co-ordination and Anglo-American terminology, to consumer 
goods, publicity and finance. 


A page of statistics indicates the continuing growth in B.S.I’s 
activities on behalf of industry, together with greater efforts to 
publicize what is being done. The number of new and revised 
standards issued during the year to March 31 was 286, as compared 
with 260 in the preceding year, and copies of British Standards 
sold reached 914,000 as compared with 872,000. Of this total about 
a quarter are sold overseas. Subscribing members of the Institution 
now exceed 8,000, their contributions in the year totalling over 
£110,000. B.S.I. has 2,388 standing committees, on which 14,000 
technicians and specialists from industry and the professions serve. 
The number of Committee Meetings held during the year was 3,470.

Leeds University Textile Exhibits 


T! IE WORK of the students of the Department of Textile Industries 

of the University of Leeds will be on view in London for the first 
time when an exhibition is opened by the Vice-Chancellor, Sir Charles 
Morris, at Hamilton House, 138 Piccadilly, on September 30. The 
British Man-Made Fibres Federation is offering the facilities of its 
London headquarters for this event as a tribute to the contribution 
being made by the University in the textile field. The exhibition will 
be open to the public October 1-15. 

The exhibition, entitled ‘‘ Woven Fabrics and Design,” will include 
both furnishing fabrics and dress goods, all of which will be the work 
of degree and diploma students, most of whom were not acquainted 
with the textile industry before entering the University. Being com- 
posed of natu~al and synthetic fibres, the fabrics are symptomatic of 
the changes in the Department from which they originate. In its 
early days, the chief interest of the Department was in worsteds and 
woollens, but there has been a steadily increasing activity in the field 
of rayon and synthetic fibres during the past 15 years. 

Dr. J. B. Speakman, Professor of Textile Industries, who directs 
the work of this Department of the University has been for many 
years now an international figure in the field of textile technology and 
research. 


International Machine Tool Exhibition 
to be held in London in 1956 


THE next International Machine Tool Exhibition to be organized 
by the Machine Tool Trades Association will be held in 1956 from 
June 15 to June 29 inclusive at Olympia, London. 

It will be the major machine tool exhibition of the year as, following 
an understanding with the European Committee for the Co-operation 
of the Machine Tool Industries, no other international machine tool 
exhibition will be held in Europe during 1956. 

This will prevent a repetition of the overlapping which occurred in 
1952 when the London exhibition coincided with that held at 
Hanover.

Lively Economy

This article has been received from the Commercial Secretariat of Her Majesty’s Legation in San Salvador. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, 
will be glad to answer questions arising from the article. 


. OU CAN SELL anything in El Salvador,” said an eminent 
Salvadorean to an important British business visitor a few weeks 
ago. He was not far wrong. El Salvador offers a small but 

particularly attractive dollar market to British exporters. It is 

enjoying at present a period of remarkable political and economic 

stability. It has a progressive and enterprising administration, a 

favourable trade balance, and a steadily rising income from coffee 

and cotton adequate alike for new projects and for active trade in 
consumer goods. ‘There is in fact a great deal of money lying idle 
because people just do not know what to do with it. It is true that 
the market is dominated by the United States, which enjoys 61 per 
cent. of the import trade of the country, but there remains nevertheless 

a promising field for British products and enterprise. ‘The attractive 

features of this field for British business include a free market with 

no quotas or other artificial limitations on imports ; a free exchange 
and no restrictions on the export of profits ; the services of British 

Banking and Insurance Houses ; the most-favoured-nation treatment 

for British goods ; and the high reputation for quality which British 

products still enjoy among traders in El Salvador. 

The chief difficulty with which British trade has to contend is the 
absence of regular shipping from any United Kingdom port to this 
country. All freight from the United Kingdom has to be trans- 
shipped either at a European or Central American port, with increased 
risk of damage, pilferage, and delay in delivery. Merchants in 
Germany, France and Italy, on the other hand, all enjoy the benefit 
of direct sailings from their home ports to El Salvador. British 
exporters and shipowners should get together to remove this handicap. 


Principal Imports 


EI! Salvador's principal imports are food, drink, textiles, clothing, 
chemicals, medicines, iron and steel goods, automobiles and light 
machines. It should be possible for British trade to be increased 
under each of these heads. Scotch whisky is already sold here to the 
value of over a hundred thousand pounds a year, and more can be 
sold by energetic salesmanship, especially the cheaper brands. The 
market for textiles and clothing expands steadily with the growing 
purchasing power of the population, but the special needs and fancies 
of the public must be studied. Tropical weight gaberdines and thin 
fancy cloths of mixed wool and cotton are popular, and many men 
like shirts without tails to wear outside their trousers. There is a 
steady demand for the thinnest waterproofs for wearing in the long

rainy season, and umbrellas and sunshades are much used. 

Chemical fertilizers and sprays are widely employed for agricultural 
purposes and much caustic soda goes into the locally manufactured 
soap. Patent medicines find a ready sale and there is a good market 
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for well advertised brands limited only by the size of the population. 
Iron and steel products are needed for buildings of many different 
kinds that are going up everywhere. British cars are gaining 
popularity and there is an active demand for light diesel engines, for 
cotton gins and coffee and sugar processing machinery. Increased 
power available from a recently completed hydro-electric installation 
has raised sharply sales of all kinds of domestic electrical machines, 
fittings and gadgets and, as additional generators are being planned, 
the future prospects of the market for electrical goods are excellent. 
Nor must radio sets be overlooked ; there are 18 broadcasting 
stations in El Salvador. Listening is extremely popular and there are 
many eager purchasers for cheap long-wave receiving sets for home 
use. 


Apart from the goods which appear regularly high up on the import 
lists there are other things which are now, or are likely soon to be, 
in demand because of special enterprises. ‘The Government have in 
hand a big programme for building new schools, workmen’s houses, 
markets and government centres, and for the construction and 
surfacing of highways and roads. They are also undertaking the 
provision of drinking water for many rural districts. Other works in 
prospect are a new harbour and an improved national airport. For 
some of these projects loans may be obtained from the International 
Bank. Prefabricated buildings of various kinds can suitably be used 
for many purposes in connection with these projects, and some 
British firms manufacturing structures of this kind have already won 
profitable orders. 


Outside governmental activities several private companies are 
undertaking a number of different ventures. These include new 
cinemas, greyhound racing tracks, factories for light industries and 
road passenger transport services. All material for new theatres and 
bus services may now be imported duty free. Capital is plentiful, 
but knowledge and experience are often lacking. There is a good 
opening here for joint-ventures in which British know-how could 
combine and co-operate with Salvadorean capital. 

British firms already represented in El Salvador should keep their 
agents up to the mark by sending out travellers on frequent visits and 
by informing the British Legation whenever it seems that agents are 
not sufficiently enterprising. ‘The Legation staff can at any time, if 
so invited, call on agents and talk things over with them. ‘Those who 
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are not represented should appoint agents. ‘This is best done by an 
experienced visiting traveller, individual or group (several firms have 
recently employed group travellers with advantage). If neither of 
these alternatives can be adopted the Legation is always ready to try 
to find an agent. Many trades are highly technical and the sponsoring 
of their products requires expert handling. A personal visit by a 
qualified representative is essential whenever anything like a joint 
venture or a special credit agreement is involved. 

The Legation receives a great many requests from business houses 
for help in finding agents, but in only a very few cases are the requests 
accompanied by catalogues or sales brochures in Spanish. How can 
United Kingdom firms expect to attract the best agents and do good 
business if they do not explain their goods in a language which is 
intelligible to those to whom they wish to make an approach ? 

The United Kingdom’s chief competitors in the United States, 
Germany, France and Italy not only make a practice of sending out 
their sales literature in Spanish, but also take care to pack their goods 
in containers bearing Spanish slogans and Spanish directions for use.

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Sixty Firms from United Kingdom in British Pavilion 
at Vienna Autumn Fair

HE British Pavilion at the 60th Vienna International Fair, held 
from September 12 to 19, has again proved a popular feature and 
was well visited throughout the whole period of the Fair. 

The Pavilion, covering an area of 533 sq. metres, was located by the 
entrance to the ‘‘Hall of the Nations,”’ a new hall built by the Fair 
authorities this year to house a number of national exhibitions. ‘The 
British Pavilion included exhibits of the products of some 60 United 
Kingdom firms, a display of British books and a B.B.C. stand. One 
item which drew much attention was a collective display of British 
motorcycles. Other goods on show ranged from tractors and heavy 
machinery to clocks and whisky, as well as vacuum cleaners, textiles 
and plastic items. Stands showing the products and distribution 
organization of two British oil companies in Austria also proved an 
attractive feature. 


Official Stand 


An official stand provided a trade inquiry point and support for 
British exhibitors both in the Pavilion and in the commercial sections 
of the Fair. A series of pictures of the Royal tour as well as colour 
transparencies illustrating industrial subjects lent added interest to 
the stand, which also carried an extensive collection of trade publica- 
tions and catalogues covering a wide range of products. ‘The official 
stand aroused much interest and helped to draw the crowd. On the 
whole, however, the emphasis in the Pavilion was on British firms 
actually doing business in the Austrian market. The diversity of the 
goods on display, already mentioned above, was indicative of the 
number of firms who find Austria a worthwhile market. 

In addition to the British Pavilion, national pavilions were also 
organized by the following countries: Belgium, Bulgaria, Czecho- 
slovakia, the Federal German Republic, Hungary, Italy, U.S.S.R. and 
Yugoslavia. In general, the tendency seems to be for the national 
pavilions at the Vienna Fair to increase in number and expand in size. 
The Fair is held twice a year; most countries take a decision whether 
it is better to have their national pavilion at the Spring or the Autumn 
Fair, but some (this year Belgium and Italy) have apparently found it 
worth their while to have a pavilion at both, Firms selling the more 
specialized types of British goods often consider it better to exhibit 
in the section of the Fair where their particular products are grouped 


together, but several also take a stand in the British Pavilion because of 
its undoubted drawing power. 


Economic Recovery 


An article on the remarkable economic recovery which has taken 
place in Austria appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on February 
13, 1954 (page 322). Since that article was written the favourable 
trend has continued. In the first six months of 1954, Austria had an 
average monthly surplus in total trade (i.e. even including E.R.P. 
Direct Aid imports) of 10 million Schillinge, compared with an average 
monthly deficit in the first six months of 1953 of 139 million Schillinge. 
These figures do not take account of invisible exports—notably 
tourist receipts—which are considerable. Seventy-five per cent. of 
imports are liberalized and require no import licence. (A list of these 
goods appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 15, 1954 
page 1064). Gold and foreign exchange reserves, which increased 
from the equivalent of 900 million Schillinge to 7,000 million between 
July 1952 and 1953, have now risen to over 10,000 million. The cover 
of the Austrian currency in gold and foreign exchange now amounts 
to 90 per cent. of the amount in circulation. According to advance 
figures published, the revenue of the Austrian Budget will exceed 
estimates by a considerable amount, in fact it is now expected that the 
budgeted deficit of 650 million Schillinge will be converted into a 
substantial surplus. 


Worthwhile Market 


From these facts it may be accepted that Austria is a worthwhile 
market. ‘This has been realized by most European countries, particu- 
larly Germany. British firms must expect to have to compete with 
their foreign rivals who are making an all-out effort to capture the 
market. Quality, price, delivery, prompt replies to correspondence, 
after-sales service, are all points which may be decisive. Personal 
visits, important in most markets, appear to be essential in Austria. 
They encourage the distributor and usually offer an occasion to urge 
him to greater effort. 

British firms who are interested in the possibilities in Austria for 
their goods are invited to write to the Commercial Counsellor, British 
Embassy, Vienna, who will also be glad to try to assist them in finding 
a suitable agent.

Far greater 
publicity supported this year’s campaign than ever before. 

Cities and towns, large and small, from Estevan, just four miles 
morth of the American Border, to North Battleford 400 miles away 
te the north ; from Winnipeg, 500 miles westward to Swift Current, 
el icipated in British Trade Week. Department stores and 

retailers set up attractive windows showing British goods, and 
im this connection it is impossible not to make special mention of 
the fine displays of the three major Department Stores in the Prairie 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Winnipeg was 

y over the Canadian Broadcasting Company’s newly 
established television station and was able to give viewers the back- 
ground of Trade Week and why Canada and the United Kingdom

The Premier of Saskatchewan, Mr. 'T.. C. Douglas, gave a Province- 
wide broadcast urging the support of all residents during British 
Trade Week. 

It is difficult to assess the direct value in dollars and cents of these

remind the people of the Prairies that each purchase of goods marked

where despite rapid industrialization, the dominant position of 
agriculture has not been overshadowed, the basic economic fact that 
the prosperity of the people depends to a large measure on the 
ability of Britain to remain their best customer, escapes but few. 


Trade and Financial Arrangements 
Lebanon and Yugoslavia 


HER MAJESTY’S representative in Beirut has reported that the 

instruments of ratification were exchanged on July 6, 1954, in 
connection with the Trade Agreement between Lebanon and 
Yugoslavia which was signed in Beirut on July 28, 1953. This 
agreement is valid initially for one year from July 8, 1954, but will 
be automatically renewed annually unless three months notice to 
terminate is given by either party. 

The text of the agreement has not yet been officially published, but 
according to a Lebanese press report, no figures expressing the value 
of the goods to be exchanged, as listed in Annexes to the Agreement, 
have been written into it. Lebanese goods will include fresh fruit 
and vegetables, alimentary pastes, biscuits, pharmaceuticals, hosiery, 
cement, iron ore, manufactured articles of base metal, electrical goods, 
hides and skins. Goods which Yugoslavia will supply to Lebanon 
will include textile and plastic goods, leather and leather goods, 
timber, prefabricated houses, furniture, building materials, glass and 
glassware, agricultural machinery and tools, electrical and mechanical 
products and equipment. 

Most Favoured Nation treatment is mutually accorded to both 
countries with the limitation that Lebanon does not have to grant 
to Yugoslavia the special concessions granted to Arab states.

Greece and Uruguay 


HE Greek Ministry of Commerce has announced that the ex- 

change of goods between Greece and Uruguay envisaged for the 
period May 1954/1955 (see the Board of Trade Journal of July 17, 
1954, page 125) has been amended as follows :— 

Greek products: tobacco ($100,000), colophony ($250,000), 
emery ($10,000), olive oil ($50,000), currants, olives, saffron and 
canned goods ($325,000), spenges ($15,000). 

Uruguayan products: hides, skins, etc. ($360,000), tops, yarns, 
glycerine, linseed oil and other products ($390,000), or $750,000 
worth of frozen meat. 


Argentina and U.S.S.R. 


IT is understood from Buenos Aires that the Trade and Payments 
Agreement between Argentina and the Soviet Union, signed in Buenos 
Aires on August 5, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal of August 29, 
1953, page 438), has been extended for a period of one year by an 
Exchange of Notes on August 22. 

New lists of goods have not yet been established. 





Sweden and Indonesia 


THE Board of Trade have been informed by the British Embassy 
in Stockholm that a trade and payments agreement has been con- 
cluded between Sweden and Indonesia. The agreement, which was 
signed on July 29, is valid for twelve months from June 1, 1954.

rints, engravings and pictures on paper or cardboard ; cotton fabrics (including mixtures) ; 
naberdashery, millinery and drapery ; apparel and hosiery ; boots and shoes; water filters 
and porcelain mortars and pesties of big 7; pote stones, unset and imported uncut, 
excluding diamonds ; watches and te the ; musical instruments and parte thereof ; 
percussion caps ; cartridge cases ; educational toys; some sports goods ; pipes and smoker's 

quisit ade of alumint ; cigarette paper ; synthetic stones; cellulose adhesive tape. 

In addition, in the case of the following items, some of the restric- 
tions on the utilization of licences have been removed: ale, beer, 
porter, cider and other fermented liquors ; lead pencils ; steel pens

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Indian Government Decisions on 


Preserved Fruits Industry 


(THE FOLLOWING Resolution dated August 31, 1954, giving the 

Government of India’s decision on the Tariff Commission Report 
on the question of continuance of protection to the Preserved Fruits 
Industry has been forwarded by the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner in New Delhi :— 

No. 13 (3) 7'B/53.—The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report on the 
continuance of protection to the Preserved Fruits Industry on the basis of an 
inquiry undertaken by it under Section 11 (e) read with Sections 13 and 16 of 
the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows :-— 

(1) The industry will continue to need protection for a further period of 
two years from December 31, 1954, and the following rates of protective duty 
should remain in force till December 31, 1956 :—

(2) The Fruit and Vegetable Development Board, which is proposed to be 
established under the Ministry of Food and Agriculture should initiate measures 
for encouraging horticultural development with a view to increasing the supplies 
of fruits and vegetables, especially those which are suitable for canning, and 
thus bringing down their prices to reasonable levels. Steps should also be 
taken to encourage co-operative arrangements for grading of fruits and to 
ensure that the premium charges for graded fruits is reasonable. 

(3) The Institute of Sugar Technology should investigate the complaint of 
canners regarding the presence of sulphur and other impurities in the Indian 
sugar and give necessary advice to the sugar factories. 

(4) The excise duty on sugar should be refunded on all protected categories of 
preserved fruits which are exported from the country, provided suitable 
administrative arrangements can be made. 

(5) The Government of India should use their good offices with the sugar 
mills for the grant of concessional prices to the fruit preservers. 

(6) The Government of India may consider the possibility of supplying fruit 
preservers with imported sugar provided it is cheaper than indigenous sugar. 

(7) Immediate steps should be taken to amend and enlarge the Fruit Products 
Order and to improve its administration. 

(8) The present quantum of licensing fees should be re-examined by Govern- 
ment and fees levied in conformity with the principles followed in other similar 
cases. 

(9) The purchase of fruit products for the Canteen Stores Department should 
be made from indigenous sources. 

(10) To avoid wastage and deterioration of fruits and resultant increase in 
price to the consumer, the Railway Administration should be requested to 
ensure the careful handling of fruits by the railway staff, quicken the movement 
of wagons and adopt effective measures for preventing pilferage. Wagons 
containing fruits should also be remodelled with a view to providing sufficient 
ventilation. 

(11) The Metal Box Company of India Ltd., should be requested to reduce 
the price of cans supplied to the preserved fruits industry to the maximum 


extent ible 

(12) The Indian Standards Institution should formulate standards for glass 
bottles in collaboration with the Central Glass and Ceramic Research Institute, 
Calcutta, and the All-India Food Preservers’ Association. 

(13) The Government should consider (a) the waival of the contribution to 
the Steel Equalization Fund in respect of tinplate used for the manufacture of 
open top cans for the food preservation industry, and (b) removal of the extra 
price charged for charcoal quality tinplate No. 2, as these would result in 
considerable reduction in the price of cans supplied to the preserved fruits 
industry. 

(14) While the fruit products manufactured by the properly organized 
factories are satisfactory, those manufactured by the small and ill-equipped

factories are poor in quality, and the sale of sub-standard products alongside 
those of the efficient units has resulted in a considerable measure of prejudice 
against all indigenous products. Large consuming establishments of canned 
and bottled fruit products such as hoteliers, railway caterers and others should, 
therefore, place their orders directly with producers of quality products, if 
necessary after inspection of their factories. 

(15) The glass industry should endeavour to remove the complaints regarding 
the quality, such as lack of transparency, non-uniformity in dimensions, 
Sagmepe annealing and the high cost of bottles supplied to the preserved fruits 
industry. 

(16) The industry’s request for concessional freight charges may be considered 
sympathetically by the railway authorities. 

2. As regards recommendations (1) above Government accept the need for 
continuing protection for a further period of two years from January 1, 1955, and 
necessary steps to implement this, will be taken in due course. Government 
also accept the Commission’s recommendations as regards the levels of the total 
effective rates of protective duties in respect of tariff items 8 (3), 20 (4) and 
20 (9). The Standard rates of duties recommended by the Commission for 
tariff items 20 (3) and 20 (8) are considerably lower than the existing effective 
rates. After careful consideration of all aspects of the matter Government 
have decided that the existing effective rates of duties (standard) should 
continue to apply in the case of these two items, the preferential rates being 
fixed as recommended by the Commission. In coming to this conclusion 
Government have taken into account the considerations of revenue which are 
involved and also the fact that in spite of the higher duties which have been 
in force the domestic industry does not appear to have put up its prices to the 
detriment of the consumer. Moreover with a level of duty higher than that 
judged necessary by the Commission it should be possible for the industry to 
face competition from imports as and when the existing quota restrictions are 
eased. Notifications giving effect to these decisions have been published 
to-day.* 

3. Recommendations (2), (2) and (4) will be further pursued by Government 
and their decisions will be separately announced. Government accept recom- 
mendations (5) to (12) and steps will be taken to implement them as far as 
possible. 

4. As regards Recommendation (13), Government are unable to accept it 
since it would not be desirable to single out the preserved fruits industry for 
relief in respect of tinplate prices. Besides, the reduction recently made in the 
selling prices of tinplates has already afforded some relief to the preserved fruits 
industry as well as the other industries and the question of attording further 
relief will be considered by Government as and when circumstances permit. 

5. The attention of hoteliers, railway caterers and other large consuming 
establishments is invited to recommendation (14). 

6. The attention of the indigenous glass industry is invited to recommendation 
(15). 

7. As regards recommendation (16), the preserved fruits industr 
apply to the railway administrations concerned, who will acco 
consideration to requests for the grant of concessional freight charges,

Protection to Diesel Oil Engine 
Industry 


GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN Press Information Handout 
(E. No. 4341) of September 17, announces that the Government of 
Pakistan have, on the recommendation of the Tariff Commission, 
decided to grant protection to the Diesel Oil Engine Industry for a 
period of three years ending June 30, 1957. 

As a measure of protection, the existing rate of revenue duty 
of 5 per cent. ad valorem has been enhanced and converted to a 
protective duty of 35 per cent. ad valorem on imported diesel oil 
engines up to 59 h.p., both horizontal and vertical. Excluded from 
this protection are marine engines and diesel engines coupled with 
electric generators. (See Notice on ‘“‘ Customs Tariff Changes,”’ 
above.) 
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Amendments to United States 
Tariff Act 


HE Board of Trade have received notification of the following 
Acts, approved August 28, 1954, to amend certain paragraphs 
of the United States Tariff Act of 1930 :— 


Public Law 689 
Crude silicon 


carbide 
Paragraph 1672 of the Tariff Act is amended by inserting “ crude silicon 
carbide” after “corundum ore.” ‘This amendment ensures that crude 
silicon carbide shall continue to be exempt from duty when imported into 
the United States whether it is used as an abrasive or refractory material 
or in metallurgy. 


Fish sticks ; 
Paragraph 720 is amended by the addition of the following sub- 
paragraph _ 

“(d) Fish sticks and similar products of any size or shape, fillets, 
or other portions of fish, if breaded, coated with batter, or similarly 
prepared, but not packed in oil or in oil and other substances, whether 
in bulk or in containers of any size or kind, and whether or not 
described or provided for elsewhere in this Act, if uncooked, 20 per 
cent. ad valorem; cooked in any degree, 30 per cent. ad valorem.” 

This amendment is to become effective on a date to be specified later by 
the President of the United States and a further notice will be published 
in due course. 


Public Law 693 
Dictophones 


Paragraph 372 of the Tariff Act is amended by inserting after ‘‘ cash 
registers, 25 per cent. ad valorem”’ the following :—‘ business dictating, 
recording, and transcribing machines, chiefly used in business offices, 
of the type or types recording on non-magnetizable recording medium, 
and parts thereof, 30 per cent. ad valorem.”” The modified rate of duty of 
15 per cent. ad valorem will continue to be applied to these articles. 
Paragraph 1542 under which dictophones were previously classified, is 
amended by deleting “ dictophones ” wherever it appears. se amend- 
ments will take effect at the end of the thirtieth day after the date of 
enactment of the Act. 

Furfural 

A new paragraph, 1818, is raised to permit the duty-free entry of 
furfural. 
Black granite 

Imports of black granite, in whatever form, imported prior to January 1, 
1955, for use in any statue, monument, or memorial authorized by law 
to be erected on Federal property will be admitted free of duty. 


Public Law 694 


Racing vehicles and craft 

Section 308 (5) of the Tariff Act, which prescribes conditions under 
which articles may be imported duty-free under bond on a temporary 
basis, is amended to provide for the deferment of the filing of a customs 
bond for a period of 90 days in connection with the entry of certain racing 
vehicles and craft. Section 308 (5) is amended to read as follows :— 

““(5) Automobiles, motor cycles, bicycles, airplanes, airships, 
balloons, boats, racing shells, and similar vehicles and craft, and 
the usual equipment of the foregoing; all the foregoing which are 
brought temporarily into the United States by non-residents for the 
purpose of taking part in races or other specific contests; and, in the 
case of vehicles and craft entered under this sub-division to take 
part in races or other specific contests for other than money purses, 
collectors of customs, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, may defer the exaction of a bond for not to 
exceed ninety days after the date of importation, but unless such 
vehicle or craft is exported or the bond is given within the period of 
such deferment, such vehicle or craft shall be subject to forfeiture.” 

Book bindings or covers 

Paragraph 1631, which provides for the duty-free importation of books, 
charts, maps, etc., by educational, literary, philosophical, religious or 
scientific institutions or societies, is amended to include ‘“‘ book bindings or 
covers,” This amendment became effective as to articles entered for 
consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after 
the tenth day following the date of the Act. 


Tariff Investigation on Some Hardwood 
Plywoods 


THE United States Tariff Commission have instituted an investiga- 
tion, under the “ Escape Clause’ procedure, covering imports of 
some hardwood plywoods. A further notice giving more details 
will be published later. 
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U.S. Import Duties on Scrap Metal 


E Board of Trade have received a copy of United States Public 
Law 678 which authorises the continuation until June 30, 1955, of 
the suspension of import duties and taxes on metal scrap or relaying 
and re-rolling rails, and on articles of which metal is the component 
material of chief value, other than ores or concentrates or crude metal, 
imported to be used in remanufacture by melting. 

The suspension of import duties and taxes does not apply to lead 
scrap or zinc scrap (other than zinc scrap purchased under a written 
contract entered into before July 1, 1954). This Act does not affect 
in any way the regulations governing the suspension of the import 
excise tax on copper scrap (see Board of Trade Journal of July 31, 
1954, page 267). 





Argentine Exchange Permits for 


Electric Motors 


RGENTINE Central Bank Circular No. 2053 invites applications 

‘or exchange permits, for payment at the free rate of exchange, to 
import from the Sterling Area and other sources Electric and/or 
internal combustion motors of more than 10 h.p.(Group 106) excluding 
those set out in Annex 2 of Circular 1577. The latter may be seen at 
the Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Lacon 
House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 

Applications, which may be presented up to November 2, must be 
accompanied by a Certificate of Necessity issued by the Argentine 
Ministry of Industry. ‘They may be made only by firms who are 
manufacturers of industrial machines or ships, whether registered or 
not, and who require to import the above items to be used as an 
essential part in the manufacture of industrial machines (excluding 
those intended for agriculture, stock-farming and forestry) and ships. 


Cutting Combs and Scissors for Shearing Machines 

Her Majesty’s Embassy at Buenos Aires reports by telegram that 
Argentine Central Bank Circular No. 2065 invites applications 
for exchange permits for the importation from any source of cutting 
combs and scissors for shearing machines (Tariff No. 51.1823.00) 
for payment at the official rate of exchange. 


Venezuela Ends Textile Quotas 


THE Commercial Secretary at Her Majesty’s Embassy in Caracas 
reports that by Decree No. 246, dated August 3, 1954, import

Ecuador Eliminates Advance Payment 
of Customs Duties 


HER MAJESTY’S Embassy in Quito reports that the requirement 
for advance payment of a percentage of the Customs duties as a 
pre-requisite to the grant of an import permit in Ecuador is being 
eliminated. It is no longer required for goods on List I (essential 
and useful goods; and for goods on List II (luxury goods), for which 
the rate has been reduced on a sliding scale to a present figure of 


20 per cent., advance payment will not be required after the end of 
October 1954.

CUBAN Customs Circular 29 of April 7, 1954, published in the 
Cuban Official Gazette on August 27, provides that cardboard 
imported for corrugation shall be classified under Item 161 of the 
Cuban Customs Tariff even though it exceeds 10 one-thousandths 
of an inch in thickness.

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Temporary Tax on Chilean Imports 


NDER the terms of Chilean Tax Reform Law No. 11575 of 

August 13, 1954, a new tax is to be levied of 15 pesos per U.S. 
dollar on the value of all import licences granted by the National 
Council of Foreign Trade until December 31, 1954. In the case of 
sterling licences this will be calculated at the rate of 42 pesos per £1. 
This tax will apply to those licences already issued where the goods 
have not been finally cleared.

Customs Duty Exemptions in Madeira 
and Azores 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports the publication 
in the Portuguese Official Gazette, on September 3, of Decree No. 
39,804 extending for a further two years the provisions of Article 15 
of Decree No. 30,290 of February 13, 1940, during which period 
certain yarns, fabrics and kerchiefs imported into Madeira and the 
Azores, for the embroidery industry, are exempted from import duties 
and local taxes. 

A complete list of the items covered by this exemption was published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on May 5, 1951 (page 966) and amended 
by notices printed on December 20, 1952 (page 1210) and May 30,

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New Zealand Inquiry into Tariff 
Rates on Slipper Cloths 


TELEGRAPHIC information has been received that the New 
Zealand Board of Trade proposes to inquire into and report upon 
the import duties on certain slipper cloths. 
Felt & Textiles of New Zealand Ltd., Wellington, has requested 
the Government to make the following decisions :— 


(i) That the Ministerial decision whereby the manufacture of slippers is 
an roved purpose under Tariff Item No. 156 be revoked. Tariff 
Item No. 156 reads :— 

“ Felted textiles, in the piece, on declaration that they will be used 
only for such manufacturing and industrial purposes as may be 

approved by the Minister.” 

(ii) That the following Ministerial decision under the articles and materials 

provisions of Tariff Item No. 448 (3) relating to boots and 
other footwear be amended as shown thereunder. The decision reads :— 

“ The following materials declared by a manufacturer for use by 
him in making footwear—fabrics (including felt fabrics and those 
made from paper yarn, but not including quilted ——— 

a) rubberized, or treated with rubber substitutes ; 
) consisting of woven material, of laces, or et ine PO fixed 
to a backing of textile.” 
The amendment proposed is that the following words should be added 
to the end of this decision :— 

“Not including double woven fabrics of wool or composed of 
wool in combination with any other staple fibre, or single woven 
fabrics of similar composition combined by any means with felt or 
any other fabric and imported for use in the manufacture of slippers.” 


If the above two requests were granted the effect would be that 
the slipper cloth in question would be classified under Tariff Item

Labelling Containers of Yeast and 
Starch Imported into Egypt 


THE Minister of Commerce and Industry in Egypt has recently 

issued two Orders (Nos. 323 and 324 of 1954) regulating the labelling 
of containers of yeast and starch imported into and exhibited for 
sale in Egypt. 


Labels, which must be in Arabic, must give details of manufacture, 
type, variety, method of preservation and also the nett weight of the 
contents. Exporters should note, however, that it is the practice 
for such labels to be prepared locally and affixed to the containers 
before the goods are offered to the public for sale.

R MAJESTY’S REPRESENTATIVE in Rome has reported 

t under Law No. 570 of July 31, 1954, and Presidential Decree 

No. 676 of August 14, 1954, provision is made for the reimbursement 
of the General Trading 'Tax (Imposta Generale sull’Entrata) to Italian 
exporters and for the imposition of a compensation tax on imported 


goods, 


Products subject to the compensation tax are classified into 


four categories corresponding to the incidence of the General Trading 


Tax on similar goods of Italian manufacture. 


The compensation tax 


is fixed for each category at the rates of 4 per cent., 3 per cent., 2 per 
cent. and 1 per cent. and will be payable at the time of customs 


clearance. 


In general, manufactured goods will bear the higher rates 


of tax while raw materials will be subject to tax at the lower rates. 
A list of some of the goods on which the compensation tax is to be 


levied is given below.

Fair at Gothenburg 


THE DECISION of the organizers of the Svenska Massan, the 

oldest established Trade Fair in Sweden, to make the 1954 Fair 
international in character has greatly increased its scope. The im- 
portance of Gothenburg as a port and business centre does not need 
to be emphasized. 


The 1955 International Swedish Industries Fair at Gothenburg 
will take place from May 14 to 22 and is expected again to attract 
considerable foreign interest. 


Of more than 1,000 exhibitors at this year’s event, over 300 were 
non-Swedish. While the United Kingdom was the second largest of 
the foreign participants, she fell far behind Western Germany, with 
53 representatives as against Germany’s 154 exhibitors. Visitors to 
the 1954 Fair came from some 30 countries, the largest contingents, 
as was to be expected, coming from Scandinavia. In all,132,000 people 
visited the Fair, 32,000 being registered buyers. Good business was 
reported from all sections of the Fair.
